Delegates Emphasize Newsprint 


Difficulties In 


The Antipodes 


At Imperial Press Conference 


In Australia as Much as $450 Per Ton Paid For Newsprint, When 


They Could Get it, And They 


Had to Depend on Canada For it 


—Delegates Also Cannot Understand Why it Should Increase 
100 Per Cent. in Price Over Canadian And U. 8. Prices 


OTTAWA, ‘Aug. 6.—Newaprint and 
the supply of this commédity.to. the 
newspapers were the chief themes at 
the afternoon proceedings of the Im- 
perial Press conference. Experts on 
behalf of both the Canadian publish- 
ers and Canadian manufacturers were 
heard ‘on the subject. Newsprint dif- 
ficulties at the antipodes were em- 
phasized by a number of the delegates. 

In Australia, one delegate said, they 
paid as much as $450 a ton for news- 
print—when they could get it, and 
they had to depend on Canada for 
it. And why it should increase 100 
per cent. in price over the Canadian 
and United States prices was another 
thing they could not understand. 

Improved Facilities for News. 

Resolutions calling tor improved 
facilities for the telegraphic trans- 
mission of mews throughout the em- 
pire and cheaper cable rates, were 
adopted unanimously. Governments 
in the empire will be asked to assist 
in providing such facilities, but em- 
phatic opposition to any proceedure 
which might endanger the freedom 
from other than journalistic influence 
of the British press was voiced by 
several delegates with the warm sup- 
port of the whole delegation, J. W. 
Dafoe, Manitoba Free Press sounded 
the sentiment. of the conference in 
th's matter, He also urged equal 
status for all the countries in the em- 
pire in @ speech on empire martner- 
ship.

On this the remark was made by 
an Austral'an delegate that, in Aus- 
tralia, the plea of ‘military exigencies” 
had been used in a most dishonest 
way. 

J. W. Dafoe, of the Free Press, 
(Winnipeg), remarked that during the 
war some things were done in Canada, 
in regard to censorship, which he 
thought were very foolish, but he was 
not prepared to take the responsib!l- 
ity of saying to those authority that 
he knew the whole game. No doubt, 
Mr. Dafoe added, “we were all arm- 
chair strategists of great renown 
pointing out errors to generals in the 
field, but I think they knew more 
than we did.” Mr, Dafoe was strongly 
in favor of tho amendment 

Sir Campbell Stuart thought the 
government would take care of cen- 
sorship if another war arose, The 
conference was only weakening its 
case, 

Colonel Sir Arthur Holbrook, M.P., 
thought they should not question the 
Power of the government in regard 
to censorship. In the Russo-Japanese 
war, the Japanese lost two first class 
battleships, but the news was with- 
held and such action proved of in- 
estimable benefit. 

On a vote being taken nine voted 
for the amendment which was de- 
clared lost. The resolution was then 
carried without a dissenting vote, 

Cable Rates. 

The conference then passed a re- 
solution, held over from yesterday 
dealing with cable rates. The resolu- 
tion calls upon the Empire Press 
union to take immediate steps to se- 
cure facilities for the better, quicker 
and cheaper conveyance of news 
throughout the empire. It also urges 
the governments of the United King- 
dom, of the self-governing dominions 
and India to use their influence to 
ingseage cable communications and to 
reduce t rates for news messages 
60 as to sure the fullest inter- 
change of news and opinion within the 
empire; the governments to assist in 
such provis'on, such assistance, how- 
ever, to be limited to providing in- 
creased and cheaper cable, wireless 
and other facilities, Further, should 
any such assistance be given, it should 
appear specifically in the est'mates of 
public expenditure. The resolution 
ends by expressing the belief that the 
full utility of cable and wireless com- 
munications as a factor in educating 
public op'nion and in maintaining 
& good understanding between all 
peoples of the empire will not be at- 
tained until rates, irrespective of dis- 
tance, are reduced to a basic charge

JOHANNISBERG, South East 
Prussia, Aug. 6.—A report that 
the Polish government has ficd 
to Posen and that the sovict 
forces are only forty kilometres 
from Warsaw is printed in the 
Johannisberg Zeitung today.

FATE WARSAW 
STILL HANGS 
IN BALANCE 


Lateat News Reaching Paris Indi- 
cates Bolsheviki Are Making 
Little Progress 


PARTS, Aug. 6.—The fate of War- 
saw still hangs in the balance, ‘The 
latest news reaching Paris tonight 
which was somewhat sparse, indicates 
that the Bolsheviki are making little 
progress, that the impulse which car- 
ried them forward continuously dur- 
ing the past week has spent itself, 
but that they apparently are gather- 
ing forces for a fresh onslaught, 

Military observers here are cher- 
ishing ‘tthe hope that ithe situation may 
yet be saved, Advices received by 
the French foreign office from the 
Polish front give the impression that 
there has been a lull in tae fighting 
and a etabilization of the line during 
the past two days, The enemy ar- 
tillery apparently is short of ammunt- 
tion and there has been delay in 
bringing up guns and shells to a posi- 
tion from which they can be rushed 
for the final dash to within shelling 
range of Warsaw. Airplane scouts 
over the Red line report a heavy 
moyement across the Bug river of 
stores of ammunition, guns and ma- 
terials of all kinds by the enemy. 

The foreign office has no official 
confirmation of the report received 
from Warsaw that General Maxine 
Weygand, assistant to (Marshal Foch, 
has offered to assume supreme com- 
mand of the Polish army. 

No official Bolsheviki tommunica- 
tion concerning the fighting was 
picked up by the Eiiffel Tower wire- 
less station from Moscow today. The 
only message received confined dt- 
self to reporting the third meeting of 
the Third Internationale and a pro- 
test against ‘Polish atrocities.”

With Conclusion of War British 


Immigration Showed a Rapid 
Increase 
OTTAWA, Aug. 6. — (Canadian 


Press.)—Immigration to Canada dur- 
ing April, May and June of the pre- 
sent’ years show an Increase of 68 
per cent. over the corresponding 
months in 19!9, sccordig to a state- 
ment jast made public by Hon J. A. 
Calder, minister of immigraticn and 
colonization. The greatest increase is 
siiown in June, when the immigration 
to Canada was 109 per cent. greater 
than in June a year ago. Of the 
49,242 immigrants who entered Can- 
‘ada in April, May and June of this 
year, 28,487 were British, 16,397 
were from the United States and 4,- 
465 from other countries. 

Some interesting figures showing 
the movement of immigration pre- 
vious to the war, during the war and 
in the year since the war are also 
presented. In the five years period 
previous to the war the total immigra- 
tion to Canada was 1,661,425, 
which 37 per cent. were British, 35 
per cent. fromm the United States and 
27 per cent from othe: countries. 
During the war period immigration 
from Great Britain fell off very great- 
ly and from the United States consid- 
erably. 
was 405,476, of which 18 per cent 
were British, and 67 per cent. from 
\the United States. With the conclu- 
{sion of the war, British immigration 
showed a rapid increase and the pro- 
| portions for the first year after the 
}war aro 61 per cent, British, 42 per 
cent. from the United States and the 
remainder from, other countries, The 
shipping situat.on is still a factor 
limiting British !numigration, but this 
is gradually being corrected.

Meeting Determines 
to Use Vigorous Means to 
Boost Membership 


—_—_ 


A complimentary dinner tendered to 
Joseph F. Morris, Grand Exalted Ruler 
of the Dominion Elks, and attended by 
most of the Edmonton fraternity was 
held in the Corona hote! Friday even- 
ing when a most enjoyable time was 
spent in addition to which the progreas 
which the organization is making all 
over Canada, was outlined by the dis- 
tinguished visitor. . 

Mr. Morris was welcomed to Edmon- 
ton by the donor of the dinner, while 
the following gentlemen lined the 
festive board; J. F._ Morris, G. 8. 
Montgomery, George Ware, A. J. 
Brown; A. F. Isaac, G. A. Sherlitif, 
F. M. Robinson, C. Bremner, R. A. 
MacDougail, T. A. Turner, Dr. Raver, 
F. Pointer, A. Scranton, M. W. Kemp, 
Carl Wortman, R. G. Trinette, M. 
Zimmerman, and Roy Kattleemoctre. 

During the conversation round the 
dinner table it was shown that the 
Elks organization was making rapid 
recovery from the condition engen- 
dered by the war. The fact that over 
forty per cent of the members in Can- 
ada served in France, many of whom 
were casualties, reduced the active 
force of the group very materially, 
ut new members are constantly apply- 
ing for inclusion in the order and it 
ds hoped that before long this splendid 
organization wil] be on a footing 
which will allow it to live up to its 
desire to help everyone really in need 
of assistance. 

Cardinal Principal of Elkdom. 

Such is the cardinal principa) in 
which Elkdom is founded, but un- 
f nately this is a matter which ie 
not generally recognized. It was shown 
that what the Vencouver lodge has 
accomplished is possible here also, and 
in this connection it might be men- 
Uoned that In the coast city at Christ- 
mas the Elks provided dinners for 
200 families, arranged outings for old 
people and paid special attention to 
the wants of the widows and orphans, 
while loyalty to Canada was a most 
Pronounced plank in their platform. 

Following the dinner a number of 
the members’ cars were requistioned 
and the party proceeded to the Elk 
club rooms on Jasper avenue. 

The purpose of the meeting was to 
listen to a description from Mr, Mor- 
ris and what the fraternity is accom- 
plishing in other parts of Canada, and 
his speech tended to show that the 
Elks wero rapidly coming back to their 
pre-war status, a statement which was 
greeted with hedrty applause. 

The speaker stated that Vancouver 
which is now building a $150,000 home 
Was at one time in very poor circum- 
stanes but now is noe of the strongest 
in Canada, and that what has been 
done in Vancouver can be duplicated in 
Edmonton. 

That in the early days the Elks had 
a very- hard row to hoe was amply 
demonstrated and Mr. Morris carried 
the idea clearly that the initial battle 
for the inauguration was @ hard one, 

As a striking ‘example of howsthe 
Elks came forward when the call 
came, the case of the Saskatoon lodge 
was cited in which 85 per cent of 
the members gigned on for active ser- 
vice, while a number of the other 
lodges ran them very close. 

The fight which the various lodges 
were making for membership was il. 
lustrated by a number of instances; 
Victoria with a membership of 85 
members in one year rose to 3!.0, clear- 
ed off numerous debts, and now has 
several thousand dollars jn the bank 
which is ear marked for charitable 
purposes. 

Calgary has recently been re-organ- 
ized and now ‘has 400 members, 
amongst whom are numbered several 
meffbers of the Provincial and the 
Dominion parliaments. 

Mr. Morris visited Chicago while on 
his tour when the members of the 
American Elks took up the matter of 
closer affiliation with the Canadians, 
but Mr. Morris Jaid bare the fact to 
the Americans that the Canadians had 
no desire whatever to join the breth- 
ren south of the line except in so far 
as the interchange of the ordinary 
courtesies as between fraterna] soci- 
eties, 

The Americans desire to take the 
matter up further and the Exalted

The further statement that the 
cause of trouble les in fact of settlers 
being over fifteen miles from a rail- 
way is also erroneous as no case hag 
been taken up of any returned sol- 
dier whose distance from the railway 
exceed eight miles, 

One soldier in particular is just over 
two miles from the town of Peace 
River. He has homestead patent and 
his homestead is today worth not less 
than thre thousand dollars, yet his 
loan application on this quarter ‘was 
turned down.

The Bureau of Women and Children 
in St. Paul, Minnesota, is practically 
an independent department, charged 
with the. responsibility of looking 
after the general working conditions 
of women and children in industry, 
this includes child-labor on farms, but 
not women employeed in farm work. 
Child-labor under 16 years of age is 
not allowed except under certain 
conditions, a child of 14 years of age 
who has passed the &th grade may 
work on a permit, under this system, 
many wWolatians of the child-labor 
jlaws may take place, In Alberta 
where no child who comes within the 
scope of the Factories act may be em- 
ployed under the age of 16, very few 
violations occur. 

In Minnesota the apprentice period 
under 18 years may be of 9% months 
duration, and over 18 years, 6 months 
apprenticeship may be allowed at a 
wage for the first month of $8.25 ris- 
ing to $10 until the general min‘mum 
wage of $14 for all classes of indus- 
try is reached.

If there is any merit in the fore- 
going caluculation the world is in 
no danger of scarcity of oil for 
some time yet, provided the tar, 
or oil sands of McMurray are 
|turned to account. The tar or 
asphalt is in sight along the banks 
| of the Athabasca for a distance of 
over 50 miles. Of course the beds 
may not all be as thick as the one 
mentioned, and they may not all 
be as rich in oil as the part from 
which the sample analyzed was 
taken, but on any reasonable cal- 
culation there is oil enough within 
a radius of 30 miles of McMurray 
to light the world for a genera- 
tion, and asphalt enough to pave 
all the streets of all the cities, 
towns and villages of the Canadian 
| West for the next hundred years. 
| Oil is successfully and econom- 
ically extracted from shale in Scot- 
|land. There seems to be no reason 
| why the same could not be done 
with the tar sands of the Atha- 
basca. So’ long as oil was cheap it 
was reasonable to believe that. the 
value would not pay for the pro- 
ces of extraction.But with oil at 
its present price, and becoming 
scarcer and dearer from day to 
day, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that the cost of extraction 
would be well below the selling 
value, 

That the condition is arousing 
speculative interest is shown by 
the recent government reservation 
of 88 sections of selected lands in 
the McMurray area, Unfortunate- 
ly, while the reservation indicated 
an intention to donate the 
perty to some favored friend or 
group of friends, it does not hold 
out any corresponding prospect of 
active development. Indeed the 
extent of the area involved indi- 
cates a speculative hold-up rather 
than actual development. The or- 
dinary oil lease is three sections or 
1990 acres. At the estimate of ten 
million gallos of oil to the acre, 
three sections would yield nearly 
20 billion gallons. That ought to 
be enough to engage the attention 
of even the Royal Dutch Shell 
Ojl company for a time. Where} 
great chances are being taken in!

“It might be well to call the atten- 
tion of the banking fraternity to the 
importance of the automobile not only 
@s a factor in the necesaary transpor- 
tation facilities of the country, But as

our industries and a promoter of the 
happiness and morals of our people. 

“It is a mooted question whether 
the automobile industry stands sec- 
ond or third in the country. If all 
the perts in connection therewith are 
tncluded, it ranks second) What in- 
dividua} banker "has a right to say 
therefore, thet an industry which by 
the common judgment of the people 
of this country, hae attained euch pro- 
portioas in our industrial life, is a 
non-essential? Burke esid you can- 
not irdivt « whole people. No bank- 
tng fraternity or governmerit.hes @ 
right to say that an industry of such 
size as the automobile industry, bes- 
ed upon the needs and requirements 
of the public, is unnecessary and 
therefore unworthy of credit. 

“The automobile is of immense value 
to the nation as a promotor of the 
spirit of contentment and es an ef- 
fective suppresser of the spirit of un- 
test, No qwner of an automobile even 
though it be a pleasure car, who is 
able to enjoy its use for his family or 
hie friends, is Irkely to become a Bol- 
shevist or a Communist. He favors 
the continuation of things as they are, 
because he has a means of happiness 
in his own possession and therefore 
ts against any upheaval) of the present 
social order."

Westera Canada, or eH Canada, in 
fact, is a country for outdoor enthus- 
fasts. In the spring and summer it 
fs fisning; in the fall, hunting. Much 
has beea said and written about hunt- 
‘ing and fishing in the eastern pro- 
Feed as the sportsman’s paradise, 


so we will confine our story to that 
|country wect of the Great Lakes. 
Anything You Desire. 

Let us call this country “New Ont- 
ario.” It will give us a starting point. 
|New Ontario is a land of evergreens, 
}lakes, rocks, and swift streams, divid- 
ed into two districts—Lake Superior 
lwatershed and ‘Winnipeg river water- 
shed. Lake Superior ‘watershed is

| posNions. It is a land for the cam- 
jera—where wild game in the summer 
|} months can [be snapped at close range. 

A vast new ‘territory between Coch- 
rane and Winnipeg has been made 
more easy of access in recent years by

The race 
track was improved and made into 
the regulation half-mile track, there 
is a new grand stand with a seating 
capacity for six hundred, and it is 
expected that by next year, tnis will 
have been roofed. Accommodation 
was made for refreshment rooms 
under the grand stand, two new cac- 
tle barns have been erected, and one

SH CRITICS’ 
IMPRESSIONS OF 
AMERICAN ARTISTS 


In the followi: article from “The 
Manchester Guardian,” Ernest New- 
man, the distinguished English music 
critic, is gloomy apropos of the pre- 
sent London season in general and the 
Appearance of American artiste, not 
forgetting the New York Symphony 
Orchestra, in particular. 

“None of us will be sorry when the 
Present season is over. It i# the first 
season since 1914 that has ‘had a 
chance of being like those of tne old 
days, and perhaps we have expected 
too much from it. Anyhow, we have 
all been disappointed! The American 
contribution to it ‘aas been, perhaps, 
the most disappointing of all. Mr. 
Cecil Fanning has always been worth 
listening to, and the New York con- 
tralto who appeared here for the first 
time last week, Miss Sophie Braslau. 
made a good impression. She ‘aas a 
voice, a style and brains. The other 
people, competent as most of them 
have been, have not exactly dazzled us 
Perhapa the American agents’ meth- 
ods have been at fault, Some of these 
gentlemen, according to rumor, set 
out with the avowed intention of 
teaching us stick-in-the-mud British- 
ers how concerts ought to be run. I 
think they are a little wiser today, 
and I am sorry to say t.ie lesson will 
have reached their minds via their 
pockets. They plainly did not know 
their London or they would not have

NEW CHURCHIS 
DEDICATED AT 
~ BONNYVILLE 


First French Protestant Church 
West of Lakes Open For 
Service 


Tae opening of St. John Presby- 

terian Church, the first French Pro- 
testant church west of the great lakes 
took place July 25th. Thies was a day 
long anticipated. Notwithstanding the 
bad roads, caused by recent rains, 
there was a large gathering. Commua- 
ion was dispensed at the morning ser- 
vice, Rev. J. E. Duclos B.A., mission- 
ary superintendent of French and bi- 
lingual work presided, assisted by 
Rev. Chaé, Richedieu, pastor of the 
church and tae Rev. Wm. Simmons, 
superintendent of missions who 
preached an impressive sermon. 
In the afternoon the'church was 
packed to the door by an attentive 
audience of French and Scandina- 
vians and a few English people. Rev. 
Chas. Richedieu performed the bap- 
tismal service in French and_ the 
Rey. Mr. Duclos the dedication of the 
Church in both French and English, 
Rev. Mr. Simmons offering prayer. 
Mr. Duclos then preached a germon in 
whica he indicated that God wants 
us to lay the foundations in right- 
eousness, that we might prove to be 
a blessing to the nsing generatipn. 
Speaking on the privilege of giving 
as a great personal and general bles-, 
sing the speaker emphasized the ne-| 
cessity of sacrifice and said we are 
just in the twilight of missionary giv- 
ing. The great war had taught us how 
to give and how to sacrifice, and a 
strong appeal was made for a liberal 
offering to remove every obligation 
that would hinder the dedication of 
the church. Between $500 and $600 
was still required. $530 was raised 
with more forthcoming and the 
church was dedicated free of debt. 

A very important part of the serv- 
ice was the ordination to the elder- 
ship of Mssrs. Nap. Muarcoux and Ed-! 
ward, Smart, both men representing, 
respectively Bonnyville and Ardmore, 
the French and Scandinavian  por- 
tions of the congregation. The ordi- 
nation was in both languages and the 
imposition of hands with prayer was 
a most impressive ceremony. 

The eungs of praise formed an in- 
spiring part of the service; Mr. Duc-; 
los, who came up from Edmonton for 
the occasion, presided at the organ. 
The French hymns were sung in 
four parts and the whole audience 
joined heartily in the English hymns. | 

This certainly was one of the fin- 
est instances of a fusion of races 
known in the church, 

These people brought up under dif- 
ferent conditions with different creed 
and language, and who, four years} 
ago, when the field was first explored, | 
were otrangers to one another, but} 
now united heartily {in a common) 
service, singing hymng alternately, in; 
French and English, lHstening  at-| 
tentively to addresses in both lang-| 
uages and generously supporting the 
cause of The Master, is a remarkable 
evidence of the power of the Chris- 
tian church to evangelize the world 
and to solve the perplexing race prob- 
lem, said the speaker. 

This remarkable work was started 
a little more than four years ago, by 


Anglo Saxon community composed! 
chiefly of French Canadians and} 
Scandinaviuns when there was no or-! 
ganization whatever. Now the field 
of operation extends from St. Paul) 
to Cold Lake, a stretch of nearly one;

WILL BE BIGGER 
THAN FOR YEARS 


With Rains and Hot Westher, 
May Be 25 Bushels per 
Acre 


A report issued by the Canadian 
Credit Mens’ Trust association on crop 
conditiong in the taree prairie pro- 
vinces for the first week in August 
| states: 
| The situation’ with respect to the 
various grain crops in Alberta is now 
good, Wheat waa not held back by 
the protracted hot spell and is in aead 
eae Place, and cutting will begin in 
three weeks. The spring wheat will 
;come in with a rush and there will be 
| very little belated crop. Wheat, in 
| fact, is tae best crop in the country 
, Just now, as it is good every place, ex- 
cept in southern Alberta, where it has 
; been stubbled in on unclean land not 
| Properly prepared last year. 

The yield will be considerably high- 
}er than it hag been for at least four 
| years, and tais applies to every part of 
| Atberta. The yield average cannot 
|fall below 22 or 23 bushels, and with 
jone or two light rains and hot wea- 
jther to keep growing and filling act- 
ive it may pass the 25 bushels mark. 

In the province of Manitoba tae 
crop will be earlier than usual, des- 
Dite delayed seeding. Wheat cutting 
has already commenced in the Stone- 
wall district, and will soon be under 
way throughout the province, Cuttgng 
of fall rye nas also been commenced 
in several districts. The general! rains 
of two weeks ago came just in time, 
excepting in the district north and 
south of the Canadian Pacific railway, 
west of Carberry, which has already 
suffered severely from heat and 
drougat. Most of southern Manitoba 
will have gdod crops, and the north- 
ern portion, together with the lake 
districts, are in good shape. Portage 
plains, Langruth and Gladstone 
should ‘nave fine crops, although hall 
did considerable damage on Tuesday. 

The rains of two weeks ago and 
more recent showers have greatly im- 
proved conditions throughout the 
province of Saskatchewan, Condi- 
tions vary in most parts of the pro- 
vince. The process of scorching has 
been arrested, although the damage 
done by previous hot sun and drought 
cannot be repaired. In most districts 
straw will be short. At some points 
the heavy rains above referred to re- 
eulte@in grain being lodged, five 
inches falling in two days and damage 
to the extent of from 10 to 50 per 
cent being reported. While hail was 
also severe at some points, the dam- 
age. was restricted in area.

For the purpose of making repairs 
to the switchboard at the power plant 
the city electric light department will 
be required to snut off the power from 
practically ali tne circuit lines in the 
city during the next few days, At in- 
tervals of from half an hour to two 
hours on each circuit.

Thereafter the 
department will make repairs on all 
the other eight circuits in turn, ne- 
cessitating a shut-down of al out half 
an hour on each circuit, announce- 
ments of which will be made later.

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TO GUARANTEE 
COAL PAYMENTS 


The Board of Trade Special Com- 
mittee Has Proposal to Fin- 
ance Purchases 


Asking that einployers of labor in 
thie city arrange to guarantee the pay- 
ment of coal purchases of the per- 
manent members of their staffs, a 
epecial joint committee of the Ed- 


monton Board of Trade, after a care- 
ful survey from the standpoint of the 
local consumer, has sent a circular to 
all members 6f the board urging the 
advisability of purchasing coal now. 

The suggestion made to employers 
of labor is that, realizing the urgency 
of the case, they arrange to guaran- 
tee coal purchases for the permanent 
members of their staffa. Undoubtedly 
many would be glad to buy their coal 
at thia time and thus assure them- 
selves of a winter's supply, but can- 
not do so on account of their inability 
to finance. 

It js not suggested that employers 
should pay for the coal immediately; 
simply that they guarantee that it 
will be paid for at a specified time. 
This will enable the coal dealers to 
lfinance their purchases from the 
| mines and the latter will be kept busy 
jand there will be coal for all. 

The board of trade circular is as 
| follow6:— 

“Canada sent last year between 
$60,000,000 and $70,000,000 to the 
United States for coal; a considerable 
proportion of it for use in Western 
Canada. This is one of the contribut- 
ing causes for our adverse exchange 
rate. 

“This year a strong effort is being 
|made to capture the western amarket 
lfor Alberta coal, and there appears to 
be. reasonable prospect of considerable 
euccess, 

“Edmonton consumers can very 
;Sreatly assist in this movement and 
at the same time help themselves. 

“Every dollar which comes to the 
Edmonton district for coal shipped to 
Saskatchewan or Manitoba means an- 
lother dollar spent with local merch- 
jants, wholesalers, manufacturers or 
professional men. It also means one 
dollar leas sent to the United States. 

“But, Edmonton can oniy ship coal 
to outside points if local consumers 
will anticipate their requirements 
early and buy their winter fuel dur- 
tng the summer months. 

“That is where your responsibility 
and your opportunigy to assist local 
industry—and very directly every 
busineas in the city—comes in. 

“The Edmonton board of trade has 
given the matter very serious consi!d- 
eration and this appeal to its memb- 
ers is the result. 

“The appeal—made in the interest 
of the cousumers and Edmonton bus- 
iness generally—is to Buy Coal Now. 
In the first place you may not be able 
to get it at all if you do not do this, 
and in the second place, if your order 
ia filled during the winter it will very 
probably be et the expense of eome 
needy consumer in another province. 

“Kdmoaton coal will store and keep 
perfectly if it ie placed in the cellar 
now, so you do not need to fear de- 
terioration in quality. 

“This letter is not sent at the re- 
quest or suggestion of anyone con- 
nected with coal pro uction or eale, 
but Js the result of an indepe-went and 
impartial survey, of the situation, and 
in the sincere belief that the adoption 
of the suggestion made here will prove 
to be rood business both personally 
and from the standpoint of the com- 


munity.”

Nation’s History | 
Is Embalmed In‘ | 


Its Common Names | 
<<< ____—__-—_—_—_ + 

In the earliest days of the human fam- 
ily all known persons, places and groups 
of human beings must have had names by 
which they were recognized. ‘ 

The study of these names and their eur- 
vival in civilization enables us often to as- 
certain what races inhabited districts now 
peopled by those of entirely different 
speech, 

‘rhe names of mountains and rivers in 
many parts of England, for instance, are 
Celtic, 

Ancient local names are, as a rule, purely 
descriptive. A river ig calied by some 


mountain may have a name which means 
“the peak,” “the castle,” “the point. 

English place names generally atate 
some simple fact, and often denote no 
“more than property, the name of a town or 
hamlet being formed by adding “ton” or 
“ham” to the name of some early land- 
holder, 

Quite often a bit of half humorous 
description will survive in 6nch a name, 
aus when a stony, starved and weedy dis- 
trict is caled Starvacre, 

The ancient race carries with it the 
ancient names of an older people into 
every continent, and titles given to places 
in the Eritisb Isles may be found in 
America, Australia, Africa and the islands 
of the furthest seas. 

Touching personal names, we find that 
among most uncivilized races a name, com- 
monly derived from some incident or 
natural object, is given at the time of 
birth by the parents to each child. 

‘In some cases names of the cariest races 
denote somé phenomenon of nature. No 
pames are more common among North 
Awerican Indians than those derived from 
sun, moon, stars, clouds and wind. 

Our English ancestors had for personal 
names compound words, as “Noble Wolf,” 
“Wolf of War,” and so forth, the names 
testifying to a somewhat primitive and 
| fierce stage of society. 

Later came vulgar nicknames, as “Long,” 
“Black,” “White,” “Brown,’ etc, Other 
names were derived from the occupation 
of the person to whom they were given, 
as “Smith,” “Fawler,” “Sadler,” etc. 

Yet other names are derived from placcs, 
the nable and landowner was called “of” 
such and such a place, equivalent to the 
German “von” and the French “de.” The 
bumbler man was called not “‘off* but, “at,” 
} such a place as in the name ‘‘Attewell’ (at 
well), or merely by the local name without 
the “at’,’ as “Wells.” 

Following are the origins of the names 
of some countries and of estates in the 
United States: 

Europe signifies a country of white peo- 
ple, given because the inhabitants were of 
a Mghter color than those of Africa and 
Asia. 

Asia means “between.” given because 
| geographers placed it between Europe and 
Africa. 

Africa, which formerly was celebrated 
for its abundance of grain, was given this 
name, meaning “the Jand of corn.’ 

Siberia signifies “thirsty” or “dry.” 

Italy signifies a country of pitch, be- 
cause it once yielded great quantities of 
black pitch, 

Britain means “the country of tin.” 

Sicily denotes ht“tnecuryo ETET ETEE 

Sicily denotes the ‘country of grapes.” 

Hibernia means “utmost” or “last habi- 
tation,” for beyond this, westward, the 
Phoenicians never ventured. 

Gaul, modern France, signifies “yellow- 
haired,” from the ight hair of the Gauls. 

Maine was socalled from the province 
of Maine, in France, 

New Hampshire was named by Mason, 
in 1739, from Hampshire, in Englanr. 

Vermont comes from the Freach “vert- 
mont,” or green mountain, 

Massachusetts is an Indian name, eig- 
nifying the country about the great bills, 
the Blue ,Hills. 

Rhode Island was named after the 
Island of Rhodes, in the Mediterranean, 
because of its fancied resemblance to 
that island. 

Connecticut 1s derived from the Indian 
which aignifies 


word, “Qunni-tukut,’ 
“upon the long river,” the Connecticut | 
River. 


New York was named by the Duke of 
York, a title given him by the English 
crown in 1664. 

New Jersey was so called in honor of 
Sir George Carteret, who was governor 
of the Island of Jersey, in the British 
Channel, 

Pennsylvania comes Admiral 
Penn, the father of the founder of the 
colony, meaning “Penn's Woods.” 

Maryland was named after Henrtetta 
Maria, queen of Charles I of England. 

North and South Carolina fwere named 
tafter Charles IX of France, Charles be- 
ling “Carolus’ In Latin, 
| Georgia wag so called in honor of George 
|II of England, who established a calony 
| ste in 1733 


Florida was named by Prince de Leon, |

A more ex- 
citing and interesting trip may ve 
taken by®running the rapids of the 
Bow from Castle, sending the canoe 
to Castle by train. Lake Minnewanka 
is eight miles from Banff, and here !s 
found more excellent boating amidst 
the bost of scenery, steam launches 
being available. Juet 500 yards on the 
shores of the Bow river, weet of the 
bridge, is the government recreation 
ground and bullding, with special pic- 
nic, baseball, tennis, football and 
cricket grounds. 


Some Very Benasifal Walks at Banff. 


Turning from the beauties of the 
tiver, the visitor finds there iy a large 
number of lovely walks, trails anJ 
roads Jeading from Banff. Many of 
them lead to some magniiicent spoils 
quite close to the hotel. There is, for 
instance, a delightful evening walk 
leading down from the terrace of the 
hotel, just beneath the eulphur batha. 
It winds down the aide of the hill, 
where at intervals are placed rustic 
eeais, Inviting in their cool charm a 
resting place under the treea as one 
climbs ‘back again, and gcross the 
motor road at the bottom. Then ti. 
path leade to a steep bark, and fvom 
this point the visitor is within Giuae 
view of the Bow River falls. Here he 
fa given the full benefit of the noise 
of the rushing waters, for this is the 
point where the river drops down a 
decline of fifty feet or more, The 
swirling depthe of the water at fuil 
flood, dashing over the mighty rocks 
and doulders that jut out from the bed 
of the river, form one of these fase! 
ating aighte that some persons wi!) 
atand and wateh for the hour togern- 
er. The trai! still leade onward alongs 
the bamke, amidst the greenwood tiers 
and at intervals seats are placed, A’- 
together it is @ pleasant spot, and 
often frequented of an evening.

While visiting the 
Zoo, visitors must be sure and drop 
into the museum. Here ia to be found 
{® most creditable display pf speci- 
meng of all kinds. The birds:form a 
very interesting portion of the mus- 


eum, as do the animals, snakes, but- 
terfiye, moths and files. Then upstaire 
may be seen epecimens of Indian work 
as wall as a collection of Indian ar- 
tow heads, and some of the old 
|} souvenirs of the earlier settiers.in the 
}Mountains and surrounding prairtes. 
| Specimens af rock, too, are abundant- 
|ly displayed, showing the extraordin- 
tary formation of the mountains that 
; Surround the town, The animal pad- 
| dock, one and a half niles from Banft 
|toward Lake Minnewanica, contains 
| buffalo, elk, noose, mounta.n goat and 
{mountain sheep. The Sun Dance

\Three Hundred Miles of Trail in the 
Park. 


| ‘There are more than three hundred 
| miles of trail in Rooky Mountain Park 
jand many worth-while trips, from 
|day to a fortnight’s duration, oan de 
made from Banff. In addition to thows 
which come under the head of walk- 
ling or driving, the visitor may find 
hia way by pony, to Mystic Range, iv 
the heart of the Sawback Range, to 
Ghost River and through the Indien 
reservation to the town of Morley, the 
|Kananaskis Lakes, forty-five miles 
}south, and Panther River. Diffing the 
) month of July an annual Indian ‘‘pow- 
| wow" is held, and includes sports and 
jracea of all kinds. 

The hot springe are at different ele- 
vations upon the eastern slope of 
Sulphur Mountain, the highest being 
900 feet above the Bow. All are 
reached by fing roade commanding 
glorious landecapes. The more im- 
portant springs have been !mpgoved 
by the government and picturesque 
bathing houses havo been erected and 
placed under the care of attendants. 
In one locality is a pool inside a home- 
shaped roof, entered by an artificial 
tunnel and adjacent another epring 
forms an open basin of warm sulph- 
urous water, Since the opening of 
the railway these springs have ‘heen 
largely visited, and testimony to thelr 
wonderful curative propertics is phen- 
tiful. These springs are reached by 
a delightful drive of about a mile 
along a winding pine-bordered road, 
up the valley of the Bow river to the 
base of Sulphur Mountains. 

Among the pretty drives radiating 
from Banff is tho “Loop,” a beautify! 
roadway around the Bow Valley, in 
full view of the upper Bow (falls, 
skirting the base of Mount Rundle, to 
the banks of the Bow Réyer; another 
tnteresting drive is that along the 
north side of the Vermilion Lakes to 
Edith Pass; another favorite outing 
is that to Tunnel Mountain, by way 
of its spiral tree-Nned roadway. Of 
the Jonger treils that have bean opan- 
ed probably the most important is 
that up to Brewsler Creek, at the 
head of which is a huge glacier. West 
from Lake Minnewanka there & en- 
other treil through Aylmer Pass sad 
down to the Ghost River, returning to 
the lake by way of the Devii's Gap. 
There de also another magnificent trail 
from the Spray Lakes to Kananaskis 
Lake. From one to two wee can 
be profitably spent on these last two 


tripe. 
Important Automobile Roads. 


Of interest to automobile enthusi- 
este ie the new auomobile road on 
which Banff is an imporant stop-over 
point, Thies roaqg is now baling ®ullt 
lby the Dominion government, the 
| Britieh Columbia governnient, and the 
Canadien Pacific railway. It starts 
at Calgary and rune through the 
}mountaing to Banff. At Castle Moun- 
jtain it branches off through the beau- 
tiful Vermilion Pass to connect with 
@® roaa already in existence running 
from Golden to Crambrooxm, or the 
|Crow's Nest Pass line of the C, P. R. 
jFrom here there ia a road to Masc- 
lleod and from that point there is con- 
nection with Calgary, making a five- 
[hundred-mile automobile road which 
lwhen completed, will 'be the grandest 
jhighway in the world. About twenty 
|miles out of Banff is Mount Aasini- 
‘Doine, the Matterhorn of the new 
|world, the ascent of which after sev- 
jeral unsucceasful attempts was made 
jin the’autumn of 190! by Sir James 
Outram and a party of Bwies guides. 
\'The wey to it leads through beautifal 
| Valleys studded with tran#parent blue 
jlakes and park-like prairie openings. 
Information for fishermen will no 
| doubt be of interest to many who vialt 
}the Canadian Pacific Roc@es. ix 
game fish have their habitat in the 
watere of the Banff National Park-- 
the Cut-throst trout, the Lake rout, 
lthe Dolly Varden trout, the Brook
